Witnesses Tell Story of Shoot- 


ing Resulting from an Ex- 
hibition of Revolver. 


DINNER PARTY IN PANIC,

Dr. W. D. Fischer. a young physician with 
offices at Chicago avenue and Franklin 
street, last night was shot and probably 
fatally injured by a revolver in the hands of 
Miss Maza Osborne, 1924 North Park avenue, 
at whose residence he was living. 

The shooting is believed to have been acel- 
dental—another case of not knowing the re- 
volver was loaded—but Lieut. James Doherty 
of the North Halsted street station is look- 
ing into the care more thoroughly. 

Miss Osborne was taken to the Sheela 
avenue station. Her guest, Miss Winifred 
Gray, 8733 Wilton avenue, voluntarily went 
to jail with her. 

Dr. Fischer formerly was associated with 
Dr. Haldane Clemingon, cenvieted a short 
time ago of wife murder and now serving 
time. He ig in the same offices with Dr. F. 
W. Hervey, the physician who was held up 
by footpads last week on his way to a pa- 
tient. The patient died while the robbery 
was going on. 


Buys Friend a Revolver. 

The Hervey episode, according to witnestes 
of last night's shooting, was responsible for 
the Fischer mishap. Hervey had announced 
after his holdup that he was going to carry a 
revolver, Dr. Fischer offered te get him a 
permit from Assistant Chief GSchuettler. 
John P. Beek, aleo of 1924 North Park ave- 
nue, bought an automatic magazine revolver 
for him, and turned it over to Fischer. 

At the supper table were the doctor, Miss 
Osborne, Hoek, and Miss Gray, who ia gen- 
eral manager of the Florida Land company. 
They spoke of Dr. Hervey, and Fiacher asked 
Miss Gray to step to his reom and bring out 
the revolver he purchased. They emp- 
tied seven cartridges on the table and 
thought they had exhausted the magazine. 
Fischer snapped the trigger a couple of 
times and gave the weapon to Miss Osborne. 
She raised it, laughing, and pulled the trig- 
ger. 


Bullet Strikes Fischer. 
With the explosion Fischer screamed and 


fell forward, Mies Gray fainted. Hoek | 


stood dazed beside his chair, Miss Os- 
borne recovereé first and dashed out te a 
drug store to call a physician. The drug- 
gist, L. A. Drueh!, 2000 North Park avenue, 
ran to the house and stepped the flow of 
blood while Dr. Michael Neilson, North 
Clark street, was coming. Within 4 few 
minutes Fischer was on his way to the Geb 
man hospital in a private ambulance. 
‘Fischer is in a serious condition. Tne dul- 
let entered below his left eye and came out 
M the base of the skull. Recovery is doubt- 
ful, although at midnight it was said he had 
a chance for life.

New York, April 28.—[Specia!.]—Resenting 
the action of William B. McKinley, director 
of President Taft's campaign for renomina- 
tion, in making public International Har- 
vester company correspondence in what he 
Claime was an effort to show Col. Roosevelt 
took an active interest in its affairs, George 
W. Perkins, formerly of J. P. Morgan & Ce., 
sent a stinging reply to the Illinois COngresn 
man in the form of a letter. 

Mr. Perkine says while a partner of J. P. 
Morgan & Co. he loaned $16,000 to President 
Taft's campaign committee, and never has 
been repaid. 

George R. Sheldon, treasurer of the com- 
mittee, expressed his inability to raise the 
amount to pay certain bills, says Mr. Per. 
kins, and asked fer the loan. 

“ All of the above activities on my part,” 
says Mr. Perkins, covered a period when 
I was not only connected with the Steel cor- 
poration and the International Harvester 
company, as I am now, but when I ajso was 
a member of the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
u director in the National City bank and 
other prominent Wall street financial insti- 
tutions, from which I have since retired, and 
if it is a heinous crime for 6 greet political 
cause to accept support from me now, it 
must dave been far more te accept 
it In this Instance.” 

Regarding President Taft's policy ip deal- 
ing with corporations, Mr, Perkins says that 
because of the farcical results of the trust 
busting program ot the Taft administration 
Wall street knows that it has nothing to fear 
from Washington.”’

or a woman, Since death may re- 
violent injury to one organ—the 
the heart, for instance-Dr. Park 
t the remaining live tissues may be 
on the body of an injured person 
with the same hope of success that Burbank 
exhibits in grafting the flora. 


One Body Good for Fifty. 

In this manner virtually every part of a 
body, with the exception of the diseased part, 
may be used with good effect by practical 
surgeons. Teeth, bone, flesh. and muscles. 
he says, may be used in carrying health and 
renewed life to at least fifty patients by 
the use of only one body. Countless opera- 
tions hitherto looked upon as impossible are 
declared possible in this way. 

Dr. Park gives the following as an example 
of the possibilities of his plan: 

* Let a healthy young woman meet acciden- 
tal and instantaneous death It would be 
possible to use no inconsiderable portion of 
her body fer grafting or other justifiable 
surgieal procedures. 


Arteries and 8 Available. 

The arteries and nerves could be used 
beth in the fresh state and the former even 
after preservation. for suitable trans- 
plantation or repair work on the vascular 
and nervous systems of a considerable num- 
ber of other people. So also could the thy- 
roid, the cornea, and especially the bones. 

“ All the teeth, if healthy, could be rei- 
planted.

then of the exterior of the body could be 
made to vupply any amount ot normal integ- 
ument with which to do heterologous der 
mateplastic operations, or it would furnish 
an almost inexhaustible supply of epidermis 
for grafts, which latter materia! need not be 
used in the fresh state, but could be pre- 
served and mede available some days and 
even weeks later. The kidneys also could 
easily be utilized. 


“When Does Death Occur?” 

“What ie death? When does it actually 
occur? Hew can it eccur when the ma- 
jority of cells in the previously living or- 
ganism live on for hours er for days, or, 
under certain favoring circumstance, retain 
potentialities of life for indefinite periods? 

“ Pondering in this wise. I long age coined 

an expression which years later I found had 
4 incorporated in the scientific diction- 
aries, though never before heard by me or en- 
countered in my reading. ‘ Thanatology ' ts 
this word. and it may be defined as the study 
of the nature and causes ot death. Insepera- 
ble from it, however, gre certain considera- 
tions regarding the nature and causes of life. 

“Let us ask ourselves a few more ques- 
tions. Does life inbere in any particular 
sell? Im the leukecytes? In the neurons? 
Both are capable of stimulated activity long 
after the death of their host. In fact, by 
suitable electric stimulation nearly all 
death, save consciousness and mentality 
alone. 

Cites Problem of Trance. 

“Do these, then, constitute lite and their 
suppression er abolition death? If so, what 
about the condition of trance or of absolute 
imbecility, congenital or induced~-or, for that 
matter, what ebout the new born? If life 
in beres ip the brain. how can an acephalous 
monster live for 8 moment after birth? 

“Or, again, hew can a decapitated frog 
geo on living for hours? Is it perhaps be- 
cause the heart ts the vital ergan that the 
heerts of some enimals will coninue to 
palpate for hours after their remova!] from 
the bodies? Yet the animals which have 
lost them certainly promptly die. 

“An fmpertant and practical subject is 
wrapped up in this one-namely: the utiliga- 
tion of apparently dead, or at least of only 
potentially living material (tissue) in the 
various methods of grafting or transplanta- 
tion. which are today a part ef the surgcan's 
work. The methods are themselves a trans- 
plantation of experiences gained by work in 
the vegetable kingdom. 


Sees “Miracle” in Tree Grafting. 

What wonded that the marvels revealed in 
ope department should have incited work 
along parallel lines in the other? That flowers 
and fruit of one kind may be made to grow 
on a tree of a very different kind excites 
but a pmall amount of the astonishment it 
deserves, mainly dea uss it is now a common 
occurrence, though properly regarded it 
might seem a miracle. 

“Imagine the dead bedy affording viable 
products, even indirectly life liself, to pes - 
sibly s many others.

New York, April 28.—[{Special.)—Specu- 
lation concerning the terms of the will of 
Col. John Jacob Astor, who died in the 
Titanic, has become intense. 

In spite of many rumors, two facts stand 
out: First, Col. Astor made no will which 
is known of in this country since his second 
marriage; second, whatever will he did leave, 
and the terms of that are known to only one 
person, Lewis Cass Ledyard, will not make 
any appreciable difference in the financial 
standing of any of the persons concérned. 
The outstanding fact in the question of the 
Astor inheritance is this, that 80 per cent 
of the Astor estate is left, as it was left to 
John Jacob Astor by his father, William 
Astor, to Vincent Astor. : 


Eighty Per Cent to Son. 

The remaining 20 per cent goes to the other 
children. At present there is only one other 
child, Muriel, 10 years old. Should there be 
an issue from the second wife this child will 
share the 20 per cent with Muriel. If the 
issue is a girl each will have 10 per cent; if 
the issue is a boy, Muriel) will receive less 
than the boy. 

With the terms of this bequest John Jacob 
Astor had nothing to do.. They were made 
by his father, William, and have been on 
file in the surrogate's office for over forty 
years, but never before have been published. 
When William Astor died the estate 
amounted to approximately $30,000,000. At 
the present time it amounts to not more 
than $80,000,000 and is probably about $75,- 
000,000. 


Vincent Astor Main Heir. 
Of this seventy-five or eighty millions, all 
but a few millions is in the entailed estate. 
Thus, Vincent Astor’s inheritance will be ap- 
proximately $60,000,000.

PLYMOUTH, England, April 28.—One hun- 


dred and sixty survivors of the crew of the. 
Titanic disembarked from the Lapland here 


this morning. Crowds of people on the docks 


and heights around the town witnessed the 
arrival of the steamer. Relatives greeted. 
many of the seamen. Others were there to 
- inquire regarding those who were lost. 


Two big tenders took off the passengers 


and mails. A third carried several repre- 
sentatives of the board of trade, six solici- 
tors for the transcription of the statements 
of the survivors, White Star officials, inelud- 
ing the managing director, Harold Sander- 
son, and Director E. B. Grenfell, head of 
Morgan, Grenfell & Co., and the port officers. 
This tender had been chartered by the board 
of trade for the reception of the Titanic’s 
crew. Twenty stewardesses were among the 
survivors. 


Union Protests at Detention. 
Among*the small boats following the tend- 


ers was one with representatives of the Sea- 
farers’ union aboard. President Lewis and 
Secretary Cannon. hailed the seamen and 
| shouted to them not to make any statements 
until the officers of the union were taken 
aboard as parties to the proceedings. The 
failors followed this advice. After much 
parleying the board of trade officials, finding 
it was impossible to proceed with the work, 
invited the union officials aboard.

Story Told at Meeting. 


Was MILLIONAIRE JURY. 


They Were in Tatters and Smoked 
Clay Pipes; It Occurred in 1895. 


Does any one remember who was the judge 
and who the members of the jury who tried 
| John Alexander Dowie, founder of Zion City, 
back in 1895 on the charge of operating a hos- 
pital without a permit and healing without a 
license? Probably not. But all came in for 
condemnation yesterday at an experience 
meeting which Mrs. Dowie, widow of the 
“ prophet,” conducted at 88 East Randolph 
street. A weird tale of the trial was told to 
the “faithful” by Mrs. M. A. Huber, 2007 
Giliad avenue, Zion City, at the request of 
Mrs. Dowie, and later checked and approved 


by her. 

“The dear doctor was dragged by twenty 
big policemen to the Hyde Park station and 
from. there to a courtroom on Clark street,” 
said Mrs. Huber. “ The judge was a wicked 
man, the wickedest imaginable, and I have 
never seen such wicked men as were selected 
for thatjury. Five of them were millionaires, 
but they all bad bleared eyes and the tobacco 
fuice ran from their mouths. They were half 
drunk, they wore old strew hats, pants 
ragged and torn, and some of them were 
without shirts. 

Zayn Millionaire Jury-Smoked.... 
‘ «4 gon of onmof.those millionaires brought 
in a dorful of clay, pipes, filled one of 
them for each juror, and banded them all 
a light. They tried ta smoke Mrs. Dowie 
and me out of the courtroom. The honor- 
able judge all this time sat with his feet 
on his desk, puffing at his pipe, while he 
read a newspaper. 

“ During the testimony some millionaires 
declared that Mr. and Mrs. Dowie killed 
everybody who came to them to be healed 
and buried them at night in their back yard. 
The judge became angry because the taking 
of teatimony lasted till after dark, and all 
that night we had to walk in the corridor 
outside the courtroom, while those wicked 
jurors with the judge sat in Dan Conklin's 
tak 8 in the morning the doctor sent te 
them asking for a decision, and the judge 
opened court again. The spokesman stepped 
forward and, handing the judge a verdict, 
said: ‘Hereisthe paper. We say that man 
is not guilty.’ At that the judge flew in a 
terrible rage and, taking those jurors one 
by one, he pitched them all on the street 
from the head of the stairs. 


Dowie Healed the. Jurors? 

“The doctor went down to help them and 
to thank them. When he asked them why, 
being such wicked men, they had neverthe- 
lese found him not guilty, they said only: 
‘we had not the power to condemn you.’ 
Every one of them had been offered $2 and 
all they wanted to eat if they would find 
the doctor guilty.” 

The audience listened to Mrs. Huber’s story 
with rapturous approval. When she had 
finished, Mrs. Dowie rose to affirm that the 
description was true in all particulars, She 


pleaded, the audience being then in à proper 
frame of mind, that Dowie’s grave in Zion 
City should not be desecrated by clouds of 
tobacco smoke blowing over it. But at the 
| dame time she made it known that she will 
not aid Voliva and his followers in their 
“smoke war.“

The first speaker was Oswald Garrison VII- 
lard of New York, a grandson of William 
Lloyd Garrison, the abolitionist, president of 
the New York Evening Post company and 
chairman of the executive committee of the 
advancement association, Mr. Villard said: 
Looking back on the thifteen months that 
have elapsed since the last annua! conference 
of this association, it cannot be said that the 
cause of the colored people has done else 
than advance rapidly, both from the polit- 
ical and materia! point of view, 
Politically we have reason to be grateful 
for the Root-Borah debate in the senate on 
disfranchisement. for the fight for negro 
suffrage in Oklahoma, the winning of civil 
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rights suits in New York, New Jersey, Mas- 
sachusetts, and elsewhere, and for another 
and overwhelming defeat of disfranchise- 
ment in Maryland. 

“The blow at peonage in Alabama struck 
by the Supreme court in 1911 is a cause for 
widespread rejoicing. 


Cites Negro Appointments. 
The efforts to draw the color line in Cor- 
nell university have failed; the appointment 
of a colored assistant United States attorney 
general in Washingtoh and the election of 
the first colored legislator in Pennsylvania 
are auspicious omens of the future and but 
two of many instances which might be mer- 
tioned. 
“ But most significant and striking of all 
of the advances has been the defeat of the 
Supreme court of the United States of Judge 
William C. Hook of Kansas as a result of 
his intolerable ‘Jim Crow car’ decision.” 
Mr. Villard referred to “ that noble ben- 
efactor of the negro race, Mr. Julius Rosen- 
wald of Chicago; Samuel Fels of Philadel- 
phia, Mre. Emmons Blaine and Miss Jane 
Addams of Chicago—the reference being in 
a spirit of thanks for aid, encouragement, 
aud approval. 


Prof. Pickens Tells Advance, 

Said Prof. Pickens: 

“The upward movement for the American 
negro is an achievement of civilization, 
showing that the American heart is better 
than the American politics or theology. Now 
10,000,000 negroes own a large part of the 
nation’s property. 

“The American negro, emulous of his 
Creator (for each began with nothing), is 
now paying taxes on $60,000,000 worth of 
property and may be said to be worth more 
than a billion, for the American negro, in 
matters of taxes, has absorbed some of the 
modesty of the whites. The class that didn't 
own a mule fifty years ago now has $500,000, - 
000 invested in farm lands. And any man will 
tell you that one dollar earned by sweat and 
sacrifice by a negro is worth many dollars 
saved by a white.” 


Tells Fight on Theaters. 

Prof. Splngarm told ot efforts of the asso- 
clatlon's New York vigilance committee to 
overcome racial discrimination in the the- 
aters. 

Already we have convicted one manager 
of a misdemeanor for ejecting a black from 
his audience. he said. “ You people, blacks 
and whites, seem to be able to sit together 
in this temple pleasantly and harmoniously.

It has not been 
advanced to me by any one and will not be 
reimbursed to me by any person or any con- 
cern. 


Almost all my business associates, past 


and present, are against me in this fight, and 
you know it. 

Never in advance of, at the time of, or 
subsequent to my action in any of these 
matters did I consult Mr. Morgan or any 
other business associate as to what I pro- 
posed doing. I would just as soon have 
thought of going to them about some ques- 
tion in my home or religious life. I consider 
that oli three of these questions are part of 
a man's inalienable right to decide as his 
conscience and intelligence dictate. . 

“Mr. Taft, Mr. Stimson, Mr. Bannard— 
all on your side of the cause know perfectly 
well that I never have asked any one of 
them, directly or indirectly, for a single favor 
of any kind. I have consistently followed 
this course in all cases where I have been 
an active supporter of a cause, and for the 
reason that it has been the cause and the 
principles that I have worked for and not 
the rewards of office or the favors that might 
be secured. I realize that it will be dim- 
cult for a man like you, who believes im- 
plicitly in the power of patronage, to believe 
at all in the power of principles. 


Says It Was Roosevelt Attack. 
“The recent publication of the Harvester 
correspondence was clearly done, first, to 


make a scurrilous attack on Mr. Roosevelt; 
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second, to connect me, through the Harvester 
company, with the Roosevelt campaign; 
third, to affect the Massachusetts primaries. 

“As a director of the Harvester company 
I clearly owe a duty to its thousands of em- 
ployés, its thousands of consumers as well 
as its stockholders. In calling on Mr. Roose- 
velt, as described in that correspondence, I 
was clearly well within my moral and legal 
rights, and was simply doing what it was my 
duty to do. : . 

“I went in an open, straightforward man- 
ner to our government, as any business man 
has the right to do. The action of the goy - 
ernment, through Mr. Roosevelt, was intelli- 
gent and perfectly proper. The correspond- 
ence shows this, and ev ery thoughtful citizen 
will “approve of the action taken. 

In spite of the fact that the senate sev- 
eral days before had called for the corre- 
spondence from 1904 down to date, your can- 
didate deliberately caused to be given out 
only one year’ correspondence. This was 
clearly done because it was the only year in 
which Mr. Roosevelt took any action in the 
Harvester case.

Only Two Parts. 


(BY A STAPF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., April 28.—[Special. ]— 
In the civil proceedings which Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham will institute at Minne- 
apolis this week the government will demand 
that the International Harvester company 
be dissolved into its original component 
parts. 

The principal comparies which were con- 
solidated into the big corporation were the 
McCormick, the Deering, the Plano, the Mil- 
waukee, and the Wardner, Bushnell, and 
Glessner concerns. 

It was upon the question of the particular 
form of dissolution that the attorney gen- 
eral and counsel for the Harvester corpora- 
tion found they could not agree. Mr. Wick- 
ersham demanded the company be divided 
into the parts originally making the six 
Harvester patents. 


Want Two Part Division. 

General Counsel Edgar Bancroft and At- 
torney John Wilson, representing the 
views of the directors, held out for a divfsion 
ot the combine into two parts, one manufac- 
turing the McCormick and the other the 
Deering patents. In addition the Harvester 
officials wanted to be permitted to have a 
foreign as well ae a domestic selling com- 
pany. To this Mr. Wickersham would not 
agree. 

At this stage the negotiations were broken 
off. The company informed the attorney 
general it would not accede to his demands 
and Mr. Wickersham announced he would 
file suit asking the courts to decree the form 
of dissolution he advocates. 


How Stock Was Divided. 

The International Harvester company is 
capitalized at $120,000,000, which at the time 
of the formation of the combine was dis- 
tributed as follows: 

Stockholders of the McCormick Harvest- 
ing Machine company, $51,000,000.

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 28.—The great 
basear quarters in Damascus have been de- 
stroyed by fire. Several persons were killed 
and many injured, and the damage is esti- 
mated at $10,000,000.

“The people of Chicago,” said Prof. Mead, 
“are paying more than $1,500,000 a year by 
sending their children to colleges for training 
they should get in the high schools The 
great demand in Chicage now is for com- | 
mercial training, and this ia not being given. 
Large numbers of the high @cheol students 
leave after the first and second yeara, sim- 
ply because they find they are not getting 
the training they need. The best high schools - 
in the city today are the technical high 
schools. 


Says Schools’ Burden Grows. 

“The burden laid on the high schools today 
from @ vocational point of view isa minjmum 
amount. Society isn’t doing what It used 
to do for the young boys and girls, and what 
society does not do the schoole must do. In 
the pioneer days the child used to get much 
more of a general training in the home 
and ia society, and also in apprentice shops. 

* But society now has become more com- 
pilex and doesn't work along these pioneer 
methode any more. It now is the duty of the 
schoo] te carry the young people from the 
immature to the mature states of their lives, 
and it is not fulfilling its duties unless it does 
this.

Says Many Quit Scheel toe Soon. 
“In a recent investigation t Was learned 
that 49 per cent of the childrem ot Chicago 
don’t even get through the elementary 
echools. Thie means these children go out 
without a working use of the technics of lau- 
guage and numbers. Of this sumber who 
leaves the schools half are idle all the time, 
and these whe work earn 80 little they are 
really of no help to their parents, and are 
not needed in industry. The child that goes 
to work at this age gets nothing and loses 
enormously. What we must do is to keep 
the children in the schools. Our trades them- 
selvee at present do not make a mechanic. 
What we have to do is to take the trade shop 
over inte the school.“

DISPOSITION to be compassionate 
suggests that this report of Mr. Jo- 
seph Noel's comedy, The Marriage 
Not” be Hmited to a few stark state- 
ments of fact and opinion, formulated 
last evening during its first performance at 
Powers’. Thus, it is almiess, gabby, monot- 
enous, witless, and maladroit—a foolish, un- 
derdone story, containing an undeveloped 
idea, which was germinated evidently in an 
observation of Mr. Percy Mackaye’s satire, 
“Anti-Matrimony.” What it would have been 
without the skillful presence in the cast of 
Miss Oza Waldrop, Mr. Fritz Williams, and 
Mr. Robert Drouet it is painful to contem- 
plate. Those players, whatever else they 
may be, are adroit, and it was their adroit- 
ness that gave to the proceedings the little 
interest contained therein.

Miss Waldrop's bland and clinging sweet- 
ness Was addressed to the impersonation of a 
budding feminist, tired of Mr. Robert Drouet, 
her earnest, matter-of-fact Wall street hus- 
band, and hearkening to the cadenced epi- 


grams of a burlesque, houn dog, Nietzschean 


poet, played by Mr. Albert Hewson. Though 
they: were divorced, Mr. Drohet kept bang- 
ing around Miss Waldrop, not taking the sep- 
aratiom seriously. In fact, every one in the 
play seemed amazed that Miss Waldrop, be- 
ing divorced from Mr. Drouet, Was not still 
in love with him. Well, it appeared to be the 
author's aim to show up Mr. Howson’s poet 
and to ennoble Mr. Drouet’s tired business 
man with the assistance of Mr. Williams, 
the sensible friend of the faniily. The in- 
genious method adopted to fulfill this mis- 
sion was to produce, in the spectacular per- 
son of Miss Sybilla Pope, an ex-show girl 
with whom the poet had had an affiliation de- 
scribed as a Broaeway marriage.“ Also, 
to keep this poet from eloping with his di- 
vorced wife, Mr. Drouet drew a revolverand 
stood watch over him throughout the night. 

Mr. Drouet and Mr. Williams insulted the 
poet all night long, and when to Miss Wal- 
drop's accompaniment he played the thing 
from The Tales of Hoffman on the violin 
they almost hissed him. and rot without rea- 
son.

Williams’ ingenue having come from Salt 
Lake City except that remark.

Just what it was that caused Miss Waldrop 
to discover her error did not penetrate this 
far. It may have been Mr. Drouet’s pathetic 
vigil in the rea] rainstorm—the first stage 
rainstorm I ever saw that failed to evoke ap- 
plause. It may have been his business dis- 
aster, the announcement of which created a 
sensation on Wall street, but which was re- 
garded most casually in the play. Orit might 
have been Mr. Howson’s refusal to prove his 
belief in the equality of the sexes by having 
Miss Waldrop’s name appears on the title 
page of his volume of poems. At any rate, 
she sent Mr. Howson, still strutting, away 
with his show girl, while she and Mr. Drouet 
had their breakfast standing, the deputy 
sheriffs having come to get the furniture, 
which wes also lost in his busines ruin. Miss

Small. Audiences at 
Sunday’s Recitals.

UNDAY’S music lovers were invited to 

divide their patronage between gev- 

eral concerts, and there proved to be 

too few of them to aid charits, as its 

needs were represented by the concert 
in Orchestra hall, and to sapport generously 
the recitals in the Whitney opera house and 
the Tilinois theater. The audiences there 
were small, and one may. be permitted to 
regret this circumstance since Miss Pauline 
Meyer advanced admirable standards of 
Pianistic art in the first named auditorium 
and Marion Green's interpretation of songs 
by Mrs. Downing was a pleasant feature of 
the second program. 

Severe tests of the pianist’s musical and 
mechanical gifts and attainments areassem- 
bled in the Brahms F minor sonata. In addi- 
tion to being the least grateful composition 
in the literature of the instrument, it is also 
one of the most difficult. Musically, it de- 
mands sentiment, imagination, and abun- 
dant temperament. Pianistically, it requires 
a giant who knows no technical limitations; 
for the composer has constantly contradicted 
the nature and idiom of the instrument in 
this product of his youthful ambition. Miss 
Meyer may not be able to compass all of the 
mechanical difficulties with ease, but she dis- 
played a mastery of her instrument that in- 
aspired the liveliest respect. 

Nor was her reading less to be commended 
in its purely musical aspects. It was filled 
with the fervor of the enthusiast. It had 
poetry and imagination. The first movement 
was delivered with fine dramatic feeling. 
There was abundant bravura in the scherzo 
and the wistful glamour of the slow move- 
ment was beautifully realized. The unfortu- 
nate banalities of the finale achteved the 
customary anti-climax for which the pianist 
was in no way responsible. Bach playing 
that suggested a deficient left hand prefaced 
the sonata and the program contained fur- 
ther many unfamiliar compositions in small- 
er form, which, unfortunately, had to be 
missed. 
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Of the five songs by Lulu Jones Downing 
which Mr. Green offered to the few listeners 
assembled in the Illinols theater it is pos- 
sible to commend without reservation only 
one, a setting of the Robert Burns verses 
entitled. I Love My Jean.“ Here the com- 
poser has written a melody that pleasantly 
suggests the Scotch folk-song, and has 
adorned it with simple harmonies and ef- 
fective figurations in the accompaniment 
The remaining numbess in the group offered 
familiar variations on the popular idiom of 
America, which is less interesting. 

Mr. Green possesses a voice of fine reso- 
nance and splendid range. It is easily pro- 
duced and well controlled. Alsoitis possible 
to praise his enunciation of the English texts. 
But one must describe his interpretative re- 
sources as somewhat limited. The infinite 
and subtle niceties of vocal nuance escape 
him. One has the feeling that he has con- 
cerned himself chiefly with sacred music and 
the oratorio, for his style is based upon a 
straightforward and unemotional delivery 
of the text and the melody. 

Miss Edna Peterson, pianist, also contrib- 
uted several numbers to this program. She 
was heard in a Meditation by Tschalkow- 
sky and the Paganini-Liszt variations in A 
minor. both unfortunate selections, since the 


rst is not worth playing and the second is 


far beyond Miss Peterson’s technical attain- 
ments. To disguise her shortcomings in the 
latter department she resorted to some ob- 
vious faking, and the expressions of approval 
elicited from her hearers justified, in her 


opinion, the addition of an encore. Again 


Miss Peterson selected unwisely the second 
number from Debussy’s Suite pour le 
plano, which she delivered altogether too 
robustly.
